Having hid occasion to laltt a short . 
voyage in southern France, I could QUI 
resist the temptation to visit one of the 
most curious cities that one can find in 
oar time, Those who lote the old gray 
•tones of dungeons, the high, feudal 
towers, capricious roads full of mystery. 
In a word those who would like to see a 
fortified town of the Middle Ages in an 
ensemble the most complete, have only 
to male a trip to Carcassonne. 

When I arrived there, as the day 
promised to be warm, I neglected to visit 
the new town, whidi offers nothing par 
ticularly interesting, and profiting with 
the remaining morning freshness. I 
crossed the f J ont-Neuf and found myself 
immediately lo front of the old city, 
perched on the summit of a sleep hill, 
half a mile from the river tts impns 
ing silhouette stood out clearly against 
the sky. and the terms of the toners, 
■quarc Of round, high or low and missive, 
pointed or simply crenated, offer a 
diversity thai is still in;reased by the tall 
chimneys and roofs of the chateau, and 
the numerous habitations, the two 
enceintes enclose with their walls. The 
impression ol a fortified city, such as it 
was in the Dark Ages, makes itself fel 
more strongly still, as this city, lire ram- 
parti ol which were talliuK in rums, has 
been entirely restored, and one can matte 
there today a serious study ul the art ol 
military Ionizations between I he 14 th 
and 151I1 centuries. The city has only- 
two gates, the " porte if Audi-, which is 
for pedestrians and the -porte S' it Inju- 
ria is.e.,' ninth is reached by a carriage; 
road recently built, which led me there 
from the Hoat Neul, leaving on the right 
■' la I ri»»lle," an uutMtte lotttlicatlun 
whicn lofawrl) detettcM lite city. Alter 
having crossed a moat on an old bridge, 
protected at each extremity by two j| sard 
houses, pierced with loop-holes., I found 
myself in [he principal enceinte and be- 
fore the lafg* UtH hie gate. Hanked by 
two enormous towers, and surmounted 
by a niche, whete an image of the virgin 
seems to lie placed to solicit the grim 
appearance ol these ancient stones At 
the right ami at the leit. the .space be- 
tween the iw'O lines ot walls is called 
** Llcts," which is parallel to the moal 
and emends With it to the pari of the 
enceinte whete the soil rises per pen 
dicularly. lielore the dark aich ot the 
M .\arl lolniaise ' gate, rises a pretty 
fountain, original in sty le, where Hie in- 
habitants come to hi] iheir curious pots 
enamelled with grtett and yelluu-, with 
drtnking water. 

My first visit was to Ihe cathederal, 
which was reached by the "rue du I'l6," 
specially recommended to me, nol for the 
beauty and antiquity ut its habitations, 
but fur Ihe particular charm which Ihe 
solitude unfolds, and the fitful play ot 
light and shade produced by Hie tig 
trees fesiooned wiih vines, of ihe nuniet 
ous gardens tihkh bolder 11. In passing 
along these old walls full of chinks and 
holes, where lite gray lizards glide, and 
where now and then a weather worn 
granite stair case invites vou to risl in Its 
shade, one is fairly intoxicated wild the 
perfume ol the jasmines, laurel rosei and 
myrtles. Through the rutty Kate which 
closes the entrance to a garden, among 
Ihe trees loaded with fruit and golden 
vines, one discover* pea, elu! minks with 
white wails covered with red nle muls. 
and the ratny ot the opening! adds still 
mystery to Ihese silent relreals, which 
make one ibeam of a by gone lirne w-iicn 
the Saracens showed Iheir strange laces 
here. One tears himsell regrellutly from 
these souvenirs ot the past, and in 
arriving al the eslremi'y of tins street 
where the grass victoriously invades the 
pavements, one enters the plate adorned 
with ihe elcgatu and gr.uefnl architecture 
ot Hie chuich of St Matalte I he ihree 
names ol Ihe XIV ccnluty dividing it, 
are formed In pillars of a remarkable 
heigh 1 and beauty, and lead ihe rvgard 
gradually low a ul* the rose, and long, 
poirileu gulhic windows, wilti Ihe magic 
colors ol the old glass brought nut in all 
their perfec Ion under ihe sun's rays.

cross. The system of fortifications for 
the defensive is admirably understood, 
and from behind Ihe loop holes and 
balllements of these grand, 010 walls, 
which survey you from every sid^, one 
almost expects 10 see appear the knights 
ot the olden time, in armor dad. sur 
rounded by a host of watriors I sirutl 
around the enlirecilyon the wall road, 
lo get an idea ot the antique houses 
behind them, which shelter about a thou 
sand souls. The tower of ihe Inquisition 
with its "oubliettes" and heavy chains 
filled me with horrors, but when 1 was 
once more under the pure sky and inhaling 
the troubling perfume of the flowers' 
pleasanter sensations come back 10 mi 
Winding through the n at row streets of 
ihe city where the ceaseless ncise of the 
weavers' looms resound, 1 loitered to 
gift at some ol the houses wiih strange 
torms. to which the artistic effects of 
light and shade, and the intense blue of 
the sky. gi*e a ptiysiognomy almost 
oriental. Unfortunately the remains ol 
the past lend to disappear rapidly anil in 
directing myself loward the "porte 
d'Ande," a regret was felt for the 
beauties already chased from this pictnr 
estjue spot and buried forever in 
oblivion. 

I descended again the sleep path to 
the " Harb.icane" which led me in a few 
moments to Ihe entrance ol Ihe " J'ont 
Vteux,' and to that of ihe "Trivalle,' 
composed also of some hundred frnuses, 
which exlend almost to the " .N'arbon 
naise n gate.

Numerous rases have 
been reported to the state nffice where 
contractors who cleared trees or iitown- 
lail mollis neglected todestfov the gypsy 
mollis: in other cases brown* tall molh 
webs have been left in large numbers on 
ihe ground without burning iiirm To 
prevent sin h impositions on nie public. 
Superintendent Kirkland suggests thai,

Gypsv Moth Honey. 

It came to ihe ears of our city 
authorities last week that the Slate 
authorities were highly wrought up and 
greatly dissatisfied with ihe way money 
is being spent in Woburn for rhe ester 
mination of the gypsy moth, and are 
seriously considering the question 
whether, or not, to allow this city the 
rebate of So per Lent, of the cost of such 
work, as provided by law. Immediately 
on receipt of this intelligence all ol ihe 
men engaged in the work w ere discharged, 
and operations against the moth held up. 

Woburn has laid out more than Jtio.oco 
in the last year, and il is cl.'imed by those 
who pretend to know that the beneficial 
results of Ihe work are less than one half 
of what that large sum of money should 
and would have yielded, if judiciously 
expended. 

The State authorities contend that 
there has been waste and gtoss mis 
management in the proscecution of the 
moth worth in Ihis city, so much so that 
Ihe Stale would nol be justified in re- 



turning the So percent reb.te. ft has be- 
come a serious matter. 

No doubt eaisls in anv man's mind 
but thai the money has been squandered, 
and that ihe Slate Treasury has good 
authority- for the attitude it has taken. 
The Mayor, in his Inaugural last Mon- 
day. treated this subject ut well deserved 
terms, and 11 appears certain that he will 
inaugurate a reform that will benefit the 
cily, and salisty the Slate House people, 
whose criticisms crea:ed a big stir and 
serious alai m among our authorities,

Pur 
chases should lie made bv a purchasing 
agent. Members of boards should view 
:he work of their men more. Collector 
1 and Treasurer shoulrl be on first door.

This idea of one man serving the 
different boards and doing it successfully 
is nothing new in tins town. It is being 
done lodav in the person of 1 lie Town 
Engineer, who is what his. title- calls him — 
an engineer for all the town di-pnrtmcnis. 
The evidence of ai: hoards and officials 
before us. given independently without 
exception, was that [he engineering work 
is done in a manner satisfactory to the 
heads ot all these departments and with* 
out friction or confusion 

The Superintendent ol Sitcelsmust be 
appointed under the statute by the Select- 
men, and if this recommendation is 
accepted the same man should be selected 
by these four boards in joint session lo 
act as superintendent for all.

The statute provides that certain lees 
may be retained hy the Town Clerk and 
Collector, i he estimate of the amount 
ol these fees received annually by these 
officials, as slated in the earlier part of 
this report, we believe to be conservative, 
and somewhat less than the amount 
actually received. 

Thete are also fees going to the Chief 
of Police, amounting to about twenty 
dollars per year, given him for his ser- 
vices as Sealer of Weights and Measures 
instead of a salary, as provided by law.

Soap Suds Will Not Kill Moths 

in reply to the assertion that soap suds 
will not kill the moths when trees are 
sprayed. Mr H, S. Hunnewell, Tree 
Warden oi Nativk, says intheNatick 
bulletin: 

Soap suds being a contact poison must 
lie applied wuh great strength in order 
10 kill Ihe insects, the danger is that if 
applied with sufficient strength loaecnm 
plish ihis object, it is very likely 10 injure 
the foliage. 1 1 is far safer and almost as 
cheap to spray the young foliage of Irees, 
especially the fruit trees with disparene, 
which is only another name [or arsenate 
ei lead. This clings to the leaves in 
sspite of rain and colors them sufficiently 
10 make its presence visible. Ii is not a 
contact poison, but has to he eaten by 
ihe wrorm before it ac ls There is not the 
slightest danger in using it, nor is there 
any danger to cable through the supposed 
poisoning of the grass Ii is death to all 
insect enemies, ihe elm leaf beclle, gipsy 
and brown uil mollis, and the countless 
Vf.irins that thrive on out fruit trees. 

Orchard owners can do no greater 
public service than by spraying their 
fruit Trees The expense is not great 
especially when several owners club to- 
cither and hire some one to do the whole 
job. There is no surer way of getting 
rid of insect pests than by spraying and I 
teel sure that it would tie safer lor all 10 
use a well tried anil a reliable solution 
rather than make experiments with un 
tned novelties.

these two gentlemen certainly 
lit'. light the matter home to many.

Secondly, a delicate and re- 
sponsible 1 isk confronts tin- voters 
in iiu- problem < f carrying out the 
recommendations ol the special 
committee that recently mailt; its 
re 1 mrt. Faithful service should be 

ognized, but at the same Inn, 
iriendship and svmpatln should 
not be placed above the well lie ot 

tin- town, Any one at ,di lamlltai 
with town affairs knows perfectly 

well that some putt ions of the town 
blHinesS are conducted in a.i\s 

whii h mould not be tolerated lor a 
moment by private concern- 
There 1- no reason why municipal 
corporations should not be managed 
on as si rtctly business pi lit :iples 
as private corporations 

Again, all officl lis, I h tpaill is 

well as the |ui I, must c.Vpect criti- 
cism, and they will receive it 
Whether they expect it or not ; but 
so Jong as the criticism i> honest, 
sincere, ami intelligent, it ought 
to be welcomed. No one 111 in. no 
entire board, knows it all ; and in 
so far as criticism ts ba<ed on 
knowledge and is offered in a spirit 
of helpfulness, it should he en- 
couraged For we are all working 
For.a com 01 1 m end, the good of the 
Town ot Winchester ami the well- 
being ol its inhabitants 

In a word, m. new ideals need 
hi- set up; hut simply by maintain- 
ing the idea's ol the past, choosing 
men of character and ability, put- 
ting the public welfare above per- 
sonal interests, I lie town cannot 
fail to go on advancing along the 
highest lines ot civic development. 

With the exercise of a broad and 
unselfish interest 10 town affairs 
on the part ol the citi/ens, the 
future is secure.

Sontfl Rennmmendations and Sue-

Departments. 



THE SKI- KM URN. 

All side hitt street* leading 10 Highlnnd 
avenue should eventually be macadamiied 
as in iin less enpensive way will ihe wort; 
be permanent. 

High! ind avenue is a main thorough- 
fare, complete except lor a short stretch 
of less than hall a mile at the northerly 
end, which rl is estimated tan be huilt 
for three thousand dollars. A laiger 
appropriation than those of the last lew 
years should he made for the Highway 
Account, anil if this is not expedient, 
bond issues lor su'-li work as Highland 
avenue, which would complete construe, 
tion already begun, and get i's retum 
from fuiure development, would seem to 
be entirely legitimate, and should be Con- 
sidered 

It would seem 10 Ire good business 
policy to beui n replacing some ot out old 
wooden bridges with pi-miane it ones, and 
mop the large n t i"»i- I n repairs, and at 
the same lime exchange cheap lor good 

looking atrttcturea. 

The apprupritti ui for this rtepaunienl 
has been loosmall lor [he lastiew yei.rs 
and should be more liberal in order to 
accomplish what the , ilir-ns demand. 

The lighting ol the Town 1 1 -til building 
after January first will be on a meter 
basis, hut may tost no more than lire flat 
rate of nine hundred dollars which has 
been paid in the past. The Arlington 
Gas Company has lot tailed mantle lamps 
in all of the offi:es and the Library with; 
out expense to the town in order that this 
light may be tried. 

Our town is very fortunately situated in 
almost every way and il the citizens 
continue to give its weltare their attention 
it will continue to prosper. What 
especially should receive more attention 
now is the beautifying ol the ponds and 
river through the centre, where a coin 
paraliveiy small expenditure would give 
most satisfactory results, A comit.it tee 
should be appointed to study the question 
and make a report. 

STPT. OF STREETS. 

The stationary crushing plant is in 
such bad shape that I decicVd not to 
spend any more money on it until such 
time that it may be located in the new 
yard. We have abandoned its use in its 
present local ion. and have erected the port 
able plant in the yard lor temporary use. 
The portable plant will not need any 
|rrei! outlay. New rear wheels have heen 
purchased for the roller and are kept in 
readiness to replace the old ones. 

That the northerly end of Highland 
avenue be built to save a waste ol money 
in repairs. 

That vour Honorable Hoard further 
consider some suitable pavement lor 
sidewalks 

That a special appropriation should be 
considered known as the town stable and 
yard account, to provide tor additional 
sheds, and filling, fuel, lights, telephone, 
etc , etc. Of course it must be under- 
stood that at least six departments are to 
use the stable and yard, and no one de 
partment should be called upon to stand 
the expense of all, therelore the need of 
such an accou-it.

HOARD, Of HKAE TH. 

The general health ol the lown has 
lieen exceptionally good, and the number 
of contagions reported for Ihe year has 
been only forty, a number much less than 
for many years. Our death late has 
been considerably less than last year, 
ninety eight permits lor Interment having 
lieen granted as against one hundred and 
fifteen lor 1904. 

The change in method ol collecting 
the garbage which we made in the early 
part of last year has proved entirely 
satisfactory to the hoard and to the town 
at large, hut it is a question of only a 
short time when the force engaged in 
this work must be increased, with a con 
sequent increase in expense to the town 
We are now covering the entire thickly 
settled pans of the town and reaching 
into the outskirts, and doing this work 
with only two men and one horse, and 
making three collections per week in 
summer and two in the winter montlis 
from each house. 

THE MKKAKy. 

One of the great needs of the library 
is a reference room, where the books 
mav lie consulted w ithout carrying them 
a distance from the shelves. As a step 
in this direction, it is planned to place 
some of the less frequently used books 
in Ihe room up stairs, and to provide a 
table and chairs for use in the space thus 
gained. 

THE LIBRARIAN, 

The past year has proved a very busy 
one (Jur circulation has increased 
1, 106 over last year, consequently il has 
been impossible lo undertake with our 
small forte 01 attendants as many 
improvements as we had hoped for. 

As the librarv grows from year to year 
more t me is required for the care ol the 
books. Cataloging is work which tan. 
not be hurried or done at odd times 
The Library ol Congress cards with the 
aid of the typewrite! give very satis 
factory results. 

The request si stem, inaugurated last 
year, stilt CQfitinu.es 111 luvor with the 
public. 4j; book* have been reserved 
for persons who have paid lor postals. 
Many Others Should avail themselves of 
this privlege.

The present year has seen an ex trior 
dmary increase uf the gypsy and brown 
tail moths in Winch-stc . White a year 
ago the whole area of the town was 
pretty lhorougl.lv tuierrri with sraiiired 
nests, and there were a few limited areas 
in which ihe condition was about as bad 
as it could well be, today nearlv all pans 
ol the town arc in the latter condition

Moderator Coil was immediately sworn 
in. and alter administering the o.uh 10 
the ballot clerk, the polls were opened 10 
the lar^e and constantly increasing 
number ol ciiizens wailing to vote. The 
morning:"* vote was by far the largest 
polled for many years, fully i">oo votes 
being :a«t by nine o'clock, The ballot 
box frequently missed registration, and 
after some eiltlit hundred votes had been 
numbered it registereil at only Infrequent 
Intervals, Kor the benefit of the otiicers 
in charge, breakfast was served at seven 
o'clock, the fare ol pie, doughnuts, sand- 
wiches and coffee, furnishing an excellent 
foundation 'for their day's work A 
substantial dinner was served by a 
caterer at noon. 

Last year the tntal number of voles 
tegisterrri at the annual meeling was Si j. 
and at Ihe Stale election last fall 966. 
Last Monday the vote was qSo -quite a 
substantial increase. One of the surprises 
was the defeat of Selectman Carter, due 
in great measure 10 Ihe adverse senti-

Another surprise was Ihe defeat of Mr, 
Newell for Town Clerk, as this gentleman 
and his friends were confident of his 
election. The present clerk, Mr. Carter, 
wnnout by joo votes over Mr. N swell- 
Had be been elected, Mr. Newell pro- 
pnsed to run for collector nest year and 
thereby carry qui the recommendation of 
ihe special committee on improving lown 
business by consolidating the office ol col- 
lector, Town Clerk and other clerkships. 
Mr. Carter has expressed a willingness 
10 perform the duties of the clerkship, 
but not lhat of Collector also. He has I 
been elected lor the term of three years, so 
thai now ihe full consolidation as pro- 
posed, cannot be brought about until after 
then. 

The election passed off quietly. Treas- I 
urer Spurr. as usual, lead the ticket, he 
receiving ill 5 votes, while Collector Hell 
was second with 773. Mr. William IJ. 
Kicliards received high vote lor Select- 
man— 71 1.

Wherein His Neighbor Refuses to 
Take Care ol His Trees. 

Sept. KMM Stfs Plenti of Lew but 
No Money to Enforce. 



As the winter has progressed and signs 
of spring are t.i.w abuud int. an ever in 
creasing murmur has been heard from 
the'imn who has attended to hi* duty in 

Ins town, his neighbor and hlfftSetl in the 
matter of clearing h{| premier* Ol the 
objectionable gvp»y and brown tail 
moths. He has been and is I omplaining 
Of the man neat tn h>m. whose trees arc 
still laden with the nests and egg clusters 
of the moths and who 11(11 rihowil no dis- 
position to set to work to lid his trees ol 
the dangerous insert.*. 

■■ Why is it the taw com tie Is nie*>to do 
this work and has nothing to say to my 
neighbor who neglects his trees tO the 
danger of mine ■ltd his oilier neighbors," 
moans ihis poor man. " \\ by, when his 
sense ol duty dues not cause him la care 
lor the mot lis on his premises, do-s not 
the law step in and make him attend to 
them f Is the popular belief ihat the 
law docs comnel one la destroy Ihe mollis 
on his premises f tunded on error?" 

So m lit 1 1 of this murmuring has been 
heard of late ihat a representative of [his 
piper called upon Superintendent A. H. 
Kirkland, ol the Stale work against Ihe 
moths, 10 inquire into the matter. When 
the object oi ihe visit was explained to 
the Superintendent, he said 

-N'es.we have got the law, but it is like a 
locomotive without '-pal to tire up wth. 
We have the law and plenty of n to com- 
pel individual property owners to clean 
the mollis iroin Iheir trees, but we lack 
sufficient binds to enforce the law." 

" Just what do you mean by thai:' 

11 I mean."' sard the Superintendent 
" that ihe law compelling properly 
tiwners lo clean their trees ts clear. There 
is ample law lo compel a man lo clean 
his esiate, or rather if he is negligent, to 
have the work done by the city 01 town 
partly at his expense and partly at the 
expense ol the cilv or town. This law 
^ices the towns amp'e authority to clean 
up any man's holdings, but Ihe nub of 
the whole situation is that the Stale 
funds available 10 aid any city or inwn in 
this work are entirely inadequate for the 
enforcement of that law . 

" "l"he law icq l*re* lb ll when ■ city or 
town makes cerlain expenditures in molh 
work, the Stale shall reimburse lhat city 
or town for a cerlain partol Ihe expenrh 
ture. Tile present act was passed when 
the infested area of the Slate was sup 
posed lo amount to only .139 square miles 
and the appropriation carried by thai 
act was barely sufficient for its enforce- 
ment over that limited area. 

11 Our inspectors have found that today 
there are nearly 2300 square miles of in 
festeri territory and it is preposterous to 
think lhat with the same sum of money, 
hardly su tti tent to enforce the law in the 
smaller area, the law tan be fully enforced 
in a district about seven times as large 
For that reason we are asking ihe 
present legislature for an additional 
appropriation. We have the whole 
territory organised for the enforcement 
of the law and it now remains tor Ihe 
legislature to give us the money to ensure 
the provisions of the law being fully 
carried out." 

"As I understand the matter, Mr 
Klrkland." said ihe reporter, ,L when the 
bill went through Ihe legislature it was 
in control Ihe mollis in a certain known 
block of infested territory, 359 square 
miles in area. Double Ihe money 
actually appropriated was asked for to 
do that work, and what was ([ranted has 
been found 10 be barely sutiicient to 
control Ihe moths io Ihe original known 
territory. Now you have got this big 
non -revenue yielding territory on yotu 
hands. Many of the town* require more 
State money lor the needs of the work 
than the large cities because of their 
low valuation, and you have not the funds 
to meet these calls and to enforce com- 
pulsory Cleaning on ihe pari of laggard 
property owners. Is lhat correct." 

"That is the situation in a nut shell." 
answered Superintendent Kirkland- 
*> You reporters have a way ot pulling 
fans brier! v l ake for instance the 
town of Burlington It is especially bad 
from a moth standing point, lor there are 
millions ol egg* there and it is on the 
highway Irom Wo'mrn to Lowell. I'nder 
the law it ts required 10 raise ol its own 
funds only !■;} 1. >e; to do the necessary 
work there aril to wpe out the moths 
would require f-dly Sn.ox. The State 
allotted thai low 1. S-_;.-- «hich with ts 
own fund gikes a toial 01 U$*9 tor the 
work there- TM» is wholly insurfkieiil 10 
enforce the law on private estates. 

■ l'hen the town of Essex raises tiio 
and it his a very Urge wooded area that 
is quite generally Infested To do all 
necessary work ihere we should have 10 
expend at least I5000 this year.

The scheme of abolishing the grade 
crossing in the cetilre of the town printed 
in the St vit of l>er 0, l804, having been 
talked ol and referred to so much during 
ihe past week we herewith reprint the 
essential features of the atticle and also a 
Cut of the plan. "This matter is now aclive 
ly before the town, and the suggestions 
iii the scheme now reproduced contain so 
much merit lhat we bust the citizens will 
give it careful thought. This plan if 
carried out would not disturb the present 
centre of the town, neither would it in- 
terfere with the tracks of the railroad. 
Communication with both sides oi the 
cetilre could be maintained by 1 subway, 
under the present Crowing, lor foot travel. 

The scheme is as follows :
